THEY ARE GETTING READY TO REPUDIATE 
THE PARNELLITES. 

Lonpon, Nov. 27.—|Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. — The value of Tory 
pledges when made to Irishmen is beginning 
to be proved again by the attitude now taken 
by the Tory papers in London. The Tory lead- 
ers seem to believe that their battle for suprem- 
acy with the Liberals is already won, and, with 
cbaracteristic ingratitude, they forget that if 
it has been won, it has been largely through 
the votes of Irish electors in Great Britain 
which were cast for the Tories in obe- 
dience to the Parrelliite manifesto. It 
is beyond a question that the [Irish 
vote turned the scales in at least 
a Gozen constituencies. Mr. Parnell claims 
that it was the balance of power in deciding |’ 
twenty seats, but either twelve or twenty would 
have been sufficient to turn the Tory victory 
into defeat if those seats bad been swung over 
to the Liberal side, as they would have been if 
Parnell had said the word last Saturday. 

BEGINNING TO UNLOAD. 

Now the Tories; having achieved an uner- 
pected degree of success in the boroughs, rely 
upon the counties to give them a majority over 
the combined votes of the Liberals and Par- 
nellites. Therefore they feel strong enough 
to repudiate Parnell, and their organs

The Orangemen are terribly 
chagrined over their narrow escape from de- 
feat in their stronghold, and they accuse the 
Parnellites of false personation of voters by 
the wholesale, especially in Londonderry. 
These defeats are, however, grievous disap- 
polatments to the Nationalists. They still 
count on a majority in Parliament of eighty- 
five. The treachery of Michael Davitt serious- 
ly embarrassed the Irish efforts in Glasgow, 
and the indignation over his course runs so 
high that the Davitt branch of the National 
League at Manchester has covered his portrait 
with crape. 
IRISH PLANS. 

The two Parnellites who made such a gallant 
fight in Belfast and Londonderry will be pro- 
vided for elsewhere. Mr. Thomas Power 
O’Connor, who has been elected for both Gal- 
way and Liverpool, will resign the former seat 
in favor of Mr. Sexton, and Mr. McCarthy will 
be consoled by an election forone of the di- 
visions of Longford. 

Mr. Parnell considers that the only serious 
fights now remaining in Ireland are those ia 
Tyrone, Donegal, South Derry, Fermanagh, 
Armagh, ana Down. 

The polling began in a number of the coun- 
try divisions today, and the results in most of 
them will be declared tomorrow. It is stated 
that in many districts great numbers of agri- 
cultural laborers, finding farmers acting as 
agents to detect false personation, declared 
that the pretended secrecy of the bailot was a 
fraud, and refuse to vote.

Placing brands on the side 
of the animal ruins the best part of the hide 
and affects the price from $3 to $5 a pelt. The 
price of Texas cattie, the hides of which are 
best for leather, would be increased from 5 to 
10 per cent by lack of brands. The careless 
branders reduce the price ot herds at least 5 
per cent. He said the appeals of the tanners 
and leather dealers had been disregarded en- 
tirély up to the present time. The interests of 
these men and the cattlemen are one, and the 
two classes sbould be harmonious. He 
said the caitlemen should listen to such 
appeals, and spoke of the fact that they ocou- 
pied pubic lands, and the eyes of the people 
were on them and would hold them accounta- 
ble.

A SMALLER VOLUME OF. BUSINESS THAN 
LAST WEEK—THE DECLINE IN THE 
WHEAT MARKET—FAILURES. 

New Yors, Nov. 27.— (|Special. |Special tel- 
egrams to Bradstreet’s record a smaller volume 
of transactions in staple lines during the last 
week than in the week before. This is par- 
ticularly noticed in the distribution of dry 
goods. The prevalence of unfavorable weather 
and the suspension of business one day during 
the week were responsible for a decline in the 
aggregate of transactions as compared with 
previous weeks, but the falling off in the dry- 
goods trade was an addition to the loss at- 
tributable to these influences. In this line it 
bas been the most, inactive week of 
the season. Commission-houses at Eastern 
centres have not been doing much and jobbers 
less. Both are still waiting fora revival of 
activity among retailers, which they expect to 
result in renewed orders. Some lines of goods 
are accumulating and there is talk of the New 
England mills shutting down again. Prices 
are, however, fairly well sustained. 

The movement in raw wool is only fair. 
There is some speculative activity in medium 
Territory wools. There is a decline of from 
one-half cent to one cent per pound in Michi- 
gan, with which exception fine fleeces are steady. 
The popularity of rough dress goods bas resulted 
ia a good demand for low and medium sorts. 
It is added that importations will prevent an

DEFENDING THE COWBOYS. 

| A motion was made to receive and adopt the 
paper, Mr. Axall of Texas arose to answer 
the insinuations which bad been made against 
the character of the cowbors. The cattlemen 
were not lawless; they were honest and relia- 
bie, and were the peers of the men of the city. 
His remarks were greeted with loud applause. 

Gov. Hadley of New Mexico replied in the 
same vein. He said it had been suggested that 
the cattlemen would be driven from the public 
grazing lands. The cattlemen are not tending 
to rewire to the habits of the aborigines. 
They were as good as any other men in any 
trade or profession. They were honest, hard- 
working men, many of them young men from 
the Bast struggiing to make livings for them- 
selves and their families. The cattle were 
wostiy owned in small berds. He flung back 
the charge with surprise that it should be 
made br a respectabie body of men. 

Mr. Wallace of Colorado said he was op- 
posed to receiving the papers, as it was a libel 
on every cowboy in the West. He had lived in 
Pueblo, Trinidad, and Denver for many years;

liable as any men. They bad large interests 
and valuable property to take care of, and it 
was not likely that such interests would be 
given to cut-throats, murderers, and thieves.

of any special influences the cotton market is 
dull. Futures have been banging within three 
points above and below Wednesday's close. 
The covering on that day, prior to a holiday, 
left the market without special inquiry yester- 
day, which resulted in the heaviness noted. 
The movement of grocery staples has been dis- 
appointing, witb weak sugar and 
coffee markets. Dairy products are still 
depressed, with small export demand. 
The wheat market has declined almost steadily 
during the week. Causes for this are com- 
prised in the stubborn refusal of. foreigners to 
purchase more freely in this market, the in- 
creased receipts at Western primary markets, 
and steady increases in the visible supply. Add- 
ed to this are heavy sales by holders and the 
stoppage of the Minneapolis flour-wille, which 
virtuaily throws on the market 125,000 bushels 
of wheat per day additionally. Indian corn, in 
view of unfavorable weather, a better specu- 
lative and consumptive demand, and relatively 
light stocks, has been.firmly held. Fiour has 
been weak and lower in sympatby with wheat. 
Hog products have been quite irregular, but, 
as compared with last week, are higber. 

There is no new feature in iron, steel, or coal. 
Petroleum certificates, owing to active and 
powerful manipulation, were broken some 17 
cents per barrel within a few days. Refined 
lost three-eighths of a cent a gallon, but subse- 
quently recovered a portion of the loss. 

The total number of failures in the United 
States as reported to Bradstreet’s this week 
was 225, as compared with 234 last week, with 
287 in the like week in 1884, 232 in 1883, 186 in 
1882, and 115 in 1881. The total number of 
failures in the United States from Jan. 1 to 
Nov. 27 is 10,086, against 10,171 in a like por- 
tion of 1884, a loss of 85 as compared with 8.816 
in 1883, with 7,049 in 1882, and with 5,447 in a 
like portion of 1881. Canada had 20 failures 
this week, as compared with 19 last. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days, as re- 
ported to R. G. Dun & Co. today, number, for 
the United States 199, and for Canada fifteen, 
or a total of 214, as ccmpared with a total of 
240 last week and 223 the week previous to the 
last. Except that failures are inoreasing in 
the South and on the Pacific coast, there is 
nothing special to note.

THE ANARCHISTS THANKSGIVING 
COMPLAINTS. 

The Anarchists had another of their meet- 
ings Thanksgiving-Day on Market street, 
and improved the generous and hospitable 
festival as an opportunity for venting more 
of their spleen and silly menaces against the 
people of this community. The principal 
speaker, in the course of his appeals to the 
crowd, furnished them with the following as 
a statement of their wrongs: 


In this city there are 2,282 manufacturing es- 
tablisiments in which there are employed 
about 105,725 wage-workers. The product of 
these establishments last year had a value of 
about $292,230,000, the wages paid amounted to 
$48,382,000, and the capital invested $87,392 
The average value produced by each laborer— 
man, woman, boy, and girl—was $2,765; the 
wages paid him 6467. On each laborer, there- 
fore, a profit of $2,308 was made [?]. Now we 
can see where the turkeys and champagne are 
and where they come from. Is there any dif- 
ference between this city and the country in 
general? 

The ignorant crowd, of course, swallowed 
the monstrous statement and vigorously ap- 
plauded it without stopping to inquire 
whether the demagog who had made it was 
telling the truth. The fellow assumed that 
the whole value of the 292 millions of manu- 
factured products in Chicago last year was 
created by the labor of the workmen of this 
city, whereas they did not add more than 
one-third to the value of the raw material as it 
came into their hands. By way of illustration, 
the merchants of Chicago paid out nearly 
50 millions ($49,766,000) for hogs delivered 


invested was paid, and wages for the per- 
sonal labor, skill, and care of the employ- 
ers. 

But the Anarchist shouter coolly assumed 
that the workmen who were employed in 
killing and cutting up the hogs were entitled 
to the whole price at which the pork and lard 
sold! The farmers were to get nothing for 
raising the swine, the mérchants nothing for 
buying and shipping them, and the railroads 
nothing for transporting them, and business- 
men here who advanced all the money both 
for the hogs and the subsequent labor on 
them were to receive nothing—not even the 
taxes and insurance they paid on the prop- 


erty. 

What is true of the hog crop is true of 
beef and mutton, for which some 30 mill- 
ions were paid out for the raw materials. 
The Anarchist orator claimed that the jour- 
neyman shoemaker should get all that his 
boss sold the boots and shoes for, allowing 
nothing for the leather or the capital em- 
ployed; so the journeyman cabinetmaker, 
tailor, and milliner should gobble the proceeds 
of the sales of the furniture, clothing, and 
bonnets. The owners of the 2,282 manu- 
facturing establishments, with their 88 mill- 
ions of capital invested, were not to receive a 
cent; and the producers of all the raw ma- 
terials were to work for nothing. Every- 
thing that a Chicago laborer touched, 
even if he did not add 1 per 
cent to’ its selling value, was to be his. 
According to the new gospel of anarchy, he 
is to have the right to confiscate whatever he 
works on—whether it be a hog or a house, a 
coat or a cottage, The @iling value of 
last year’s manufactures, estimated at 202 
millions, was probably increased one-third by 
what was added in Chicago by capital and 
work of the thousands of manufacturers and 
by the labor of their hired help. The raw 
materials cost about 200 millions; manipulat- 
ing labor got 50 of the 90 millions of added 
value; elerks, bookkeepers, watchers, taxes, 
insurance, wear and tear, bank discounts, and 
losses consumed perhaps 20 millions; profits 
on the capital invested got 8 to 10 millions, 
or 8 to 10 per cent, and the 6,000 to 8,000 
owners for their personal efforts, care, and 
| skill received the residue, say 10 millions, or 
$1,500 apiece on an average. Some got 
more and others less. Many employers lost 
money and got left. Such are the facts. 
Such are the hard facts. How do they con- 
trast with Anarchical fancies? 

The Anarchist demagog further went on 
to inform the erowd that the buildings in this 


overreaching. Its exchange of the building 
for the gold and silver was perfectly volun- 
tary, open, and fair. But, says the demagog 
howler: “‘ The owner of capital has no rights. 


to build him a house, and then turn him out 
and keep it for ourselves.” How many cap- 
italists will hire labor on such terms ? 

Again said the howler: ‘Are we to be 
thankful for two hours’ pay for twelve hours’ 
work?” In other words, the employers 
must give the employed six times their pres- 
ent wages. How long could they do it? 
How are they to be made to do it? Who 
can pay six houses’ worth and have but one 
built? Who can pay for six coats or pairs 
of boots and get but one? And how long 
could he keep doing it? 

The demagog complained that the capl- 
talists do not love the Anarchists or take 
them to their hearts with fraternal affection. 
Is it human nature for one man to love an- 
other who is threatening to kill him, rob him, 
beggar his family, and destroy his property ? 

He complains that they have nothing to be 
thankful for. Have they not? It was with- 
in the option of every one of the sympathetic 
mob who listened to him to have had a plen- 
teous Thanksgiving. If he ad laid aside the 
money which he has squandered on liquor 
and cigars since last Thanksgiving—especial- 
ly liquor—money which he has devoted to 
making his family miserable and to the grat- 
ifying of his depraved appetite—he would 
have had money enongh to have bought a 
turkey and all the fixins” for his Thanks- 
giving dinner, a suit of clothes for himself 
and one for each of the rest of his family, 
several tons of coal for the winter, groceries 
and food sufficient to last him for some time 
to come, and would have faced the approach- 
ing winter with money in his pocket. That 
would have been something to be thankful 
tor. 

The whole movement of the Anarchists 
rests upon unreflecting ignorance, demagog- 
ism, untruth, and intemperance. If they 
were permitted to have their way and carry 
out their professed doctrines they would 
plunge society into chaos and reduce it to the 
conditions of the poor-house, the penitentiary, 
and general savagery. And yet these blatant 
demagogs have the effrontery to assert that 
the Government has invited them over here 
from Europe only to oppress them, instead 
of paying them twelve hours’ wages for two 
hours’ work and giving them unlimited liquor. 
The Government never invited them to come. 
It has bo contract with them. The people of 
this country have never intimated to them 
that they wanted them. They came of their 
own free will and accord, and if they do not 
like things over here they are at liberty to go 
back again where they can be happy.

A MORMON CONSPIRACY. 

The most infanious intrigue in which the 
Mormons have ever engaged in the interests 
of their vile church was brought to light a 
few days ago in connection with the arrest of 
Deputy United States Marshal Vandercook 
by the Mormon authorities upon the eharge 
| of lascivious conduct and sexual intercourse 
in violation of a city ordinance. Vandercook 
was taken before the police court, over which 
Bishop Speirs presides, and arraigned for 
trial before a great array of Mormon officials 
and polygamist church-members; but before 
the proceedings commenced an order from 
the United States Court was served enjoining 
the Mormon Justice from further proceedings 
and directing the United States Marshal, by 
virtue of a writ of habeas corpus, to bring the 
defendant before Judge Zane. In the subse- 
quent proceedings the details of the infamous 
Mormon plot were exposed, it being in effect 
a conspiracy to entrap Gentiles of prominence 
by the use of harlots, loose Mormon girls, 
spotters, and enticers in order to show that 
polygamy is no worse than prostitution. 

The first intimation of the conspiracy, it 
appears, was sent to United States officials 
last July by a prominent lawyer and State 
Senator of California, one of whose clients, 
a woman of the town, had applied to him 
for advice, saying that she had been offered 
$700 down and $100 bonus for every convic- 
tion she could procure after arriving in Salt 
Lake City. The prelimigaries were arranged 
by a Mormon, and the contract was signed 
by herself and a Jew by the name of Daniel 
Goldstein. She exhibited the contract to her 
lawyer, who advised her to tear it up, which 
she did. Failing in California, a second and 
more successful attempt was made in Colo- 
rado with two notorious women. The Mor- 
mon authorities rented houses for them, 
and they went to Salt Lake City 
and started the infamous business. Shortly 
after their arrival they sent notes to 
the various Federal officials and to 
prominent Gentiles inviting them to call and 
see them on particular business. Houses of 
assignation were also opened and ‘conducted 
with money supplied by the church, and 
were stocked with loose women in the em- 
ployment of the Mormon police. One or two 
polygamous wives also went into the busi- 
ness as decoys. One of them, who, it is 
said, had upon her the benediction of a 
celestial transit through the temple,” what- 
ever that may be, assured her victims that 
they were in no danger of arrest, whatever 
might happen elsewhere. Some of the Mor- 
mon Officials were then employed as spotters 
to aid the police, and the filthy conspiracy be- 
tween the church and prostitutes was soon 
in complete working order. The first vic- 
tims were Deputy-Marshal Vandereook, 
another official by the name of Yearian, and 
S. H. Lewis, an attorney. The habeas 
corpus proceedings have interrupted their 
game of bringing the victims before 
a Mormon court and hiring prostitutes to 
swear against them, but it is said that the 
spotters have a list of two or three hundred 
others whom they propose to prosecute, the 
larger number of whom only went to these 
places in response to the notes they had re- 
ceived, and are guiltless of any violation of 
the city ordinance. 

It is not exactly clear how the Mormons 
expect to justify themselves even if they 
should prove that the whole Gentile popula- 
tion were guilty of lascivious conduct, or how 
their violation of a municipal ordinance 
would make them any the less guilty of vio- 
lating the Federal laws. As the Salt Lake 
Tribune says: It every Gentile in the land 
were proved to be a rake, still no argument 
would be supplied by that fact to establish 
polygamy as a holy sacrament, that it was 


voted for Logan as Vice-President a year 
ago, but now they cam cast their ballots for 
him with a certainty of success. The Re- 
publicans are now called on to name the pre- 
siding officer of the Senate, and there is no 
man so fit for the place as Logan. He is not 
a candidate, but the Republican party nomi- 
nated him for this post a year ago, and the 
sentiment of the people is that the selection 
then made stil! holds good. 

Owing to the failure of the Illinois Legis- 
lature to elect a Senator until June Gen. 
Logan lost his place on the Senate commit- 
tees, which were reorganized in March. He 
even lost his place in the Senate Chamber, as 
he was not on hand o claim it the 4th of 
March. He comes back go the Senate, there- 
fore, an old, experienced Senator without a 
place on any of the important committees, 
and must take rank at the foot of the list, 
like a neweomer. Eyerybody recognizes the 
impropriety of putting a man of Gen. Logan’s 
extended experience in the Senate in this 
position, but as the committees are now per- 
manently reorganized the best way out of 
the difficulty would be to elect the General 
presiding officer of the Senate, and thus put 
him in the post for which he was nominated 
and supported by the entire Republican 
party. The nomination made on the Lake- 
Front in Chicago eighteen months ago still 


holds good. 
As to the anomalous state of affairs which 


must prevail until Gen. Logan can be in- 
stalled as President pro tem. of the Senate 
the Democrats alone are responsible. A bill 
fixing the Presidential succession in just such 
contingencies as the present was passed by 
the Republicans and defeated by Democratic 
votes in Congress. The fact that there is 
now no President pro tem. of the Senate re- 
sults from the course of Mr. Hendricks in 
refusing to leave the chair and allow an elec- 
tion to take place at the special session in 
March last. The death of the President at 
this time would be a most deplorable 
event, and would leave the Govern- 
ment without a legitimate head. Some 
method would be found to meet the 
difficulties of the si without plunging 
the country into y, but it would have 
to be taken on the of general consent 
and without any legal authority whatever. 
Since the death of Mr. Hendricks it has be- 
come the duty of the Republican Senators to 
ratify and confirm the action of the masses of 
the party in choosing’ Logan as presid- 
ing officer of the Senate, and the same event 


has shown it to be imperative that the Dem- 


ocrats should unite with the Republicans in 
providing for the Presidential succession in 
case of the death of the Vice-President and a 
vacancy in the office of President pro tem. of 
the Senate. 


“MILLER AND SPECULATOR’ AGAIN, 

People who watch the course of the wheat 
market have manifested much interest in the 
recent exposures of the methods adopted by 
the millers and speculators of Minneapolis 
to depress the price. Anybody can see what 
a tremendous advantage the combination of 
rich men in the Northwest has over the 
farmer, and that very creditable instinct of 
human nature to side with the weaker party 
has asserted itself. The farmers will, how- 
ever, demonstrate that they are not the 
weaker party in the long run if they will for 
a time take an independent position and re- 
fuse to be bulldozed. The millers will have 
to pay a fair price for their wheat eventually. 
But there is another interesting feature of 
the case. It has been announced with some 
flourish, in dispatches from the North- 
west, that the Minneapolis crowd propose to 
break the wheat market, wreck the fortunes 
of certain Chicago capitalists, and finally 
come into joyful possession of Mr. Armour’s 
packing-house. It might be well for them 
to think twice before undertaking to carry 
out that program. Persons having a hand- 
some income from a mercantile or manufact- 
uring business have been known to come into 
the Chicago market before for the purpose of 
getting away with the wealth of the old 
dealers, and they have pretty uniformly 
failed to realize their dreams. Noneof them 
has ever walked away with Mr. Armour’s 
packing-house. As for the statements here- 
tofore made in Taz TripunNeE in regard to 
the operations of the Minneapolis millers, 
some of the other papers have had long dis- 
patehes stating in substance that those gen- 
tlemen intend to sue this paper for damages. 
They have assembled together and solemnly 
resolyed that Tue Tripune is a naughty, 
mean thing. Tur Trisune is not at all 
frightened. If they are ready, let them 
bring on their bears.

Tae Tories are making such great gains 
in the English elections that it almost looks 
as if the Irish have overdone the thing in 
casting their votes solid for their traditional 
oppressors. The Parnell manifesto to the 
Irish in England and Scotland set forth that 
the object was twotold—first, to prevent 
the Liberals from beating the Tories so badly 
that the Irish brigade would not constitute a 
balance of power in Parliament; and, second, 
to punish the Liberals for enacting the Coer- 
cion law with the aid of the Tories a few 
years ago, and which expired by limitation a 
few months since. The Irish vote in the 
cities and manufacturing districts of the 
north of England and south of Scotland is 
quite large, and is strong enough to beat the 
eandidates it is cast against and elect the can- 
didates itis thrown for. It is also strong 
enough in a number of London districts to 
control the result between the ‘Tory 
and Liberal candidates. At the election of 
1880 the Irish vote in Great Britain was cast 
nearly solid for the Liberal candidates; this 
time it was cast solid for the Tories. Thus 
far the defection of the Irish has cost the 
Liberals between thirty and forty seats. If 
the Tories secure a majority over the Liberals 
they will endeavor to continue in power by 
the aid of the Irish phalanx and at the same 
time make the slightest possible concessions 
to the Parnellites. The Tories are the land- 
lord, aristocratic, and special-privilege party, 
and have always hated, despised, and op- 
pressed the Irish, holding them in contempt 
similar to that of the ex-slaveholders for the 
ex-slaves of the South. How much these 
Tories will do for the Irish for the sake of 
administering the British Government by an 
alliance with them, and thus controlling a 
few score of the higher offices, the future 
will show. Our belief is that it will fall far 
short of what Gladstone was prepared to of- 
fer had the elections resulted favorably to his 


party. 


Tue Ohio Democrats were quite confident 
a short time ago that the Adjutant-General 
of the State would clear the State-House at 
the point of the bayonet if the Republican 
members of the Legislature elected in Ham- 
ilton County attempted to take their seats. 
Even if so disposed, it is hardly probable that 
the Adjutant-General would be permitted to 
act inany such manner. During the next ses- 
sion of the Ohio Legislature Mr. Foraker 
will be Governor of the State and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the militia. The Adju- 
tant-General will be powerless to issue an 
order or take any step without first securing 
the approval of the Commander-in-Chief. 
This officer, as his title indicates, is simply 
the Adjutant or aid e of the Governor, and 
can do nothing except on the author 
ity of his superior officer. The result 
certain to follow any attempt on his part 
to clear the State-House or put the Legis- 
lature under the control of the military would 
be an immediate vacancy in the office of Ad- 
jutant-General. The Democrats have failed 
to secure the help of the courts in carrying 
out the election frauds perpetrated in Hamil- 
ton County, and they will get no assistance 
from the military to enable them to exclude 
the lawfully-elected members. There is not 
much prospect that troops will be called out 
in Ohio during the coming session of the Leg- 
islature; but still it is well enough to remem- 
ber that if the Democrats become riotous and 
disorderly in attempting to carry out the con- 
templated fraud it will be in the power of the 
Republican Governor to take the necessary 
steps to preserve the public peace.

HONORING THE DEAD KING. 

27.—The body of King Alfonso 
was received in this city with great pomp. The 
Queen and her daughters occupied a carriage 
which followed immediately after the funeral 
car. There were 2,000 carriages in the cor 
tége. The Queen was deeply veiled in order to 
conceal her emotion. As the procession passed 
through the streets the popuiace wept. Oc 
casionaliy a cheer was given tor Queen Chris- 
tina. On arriving at the palace the casket was 
carried by grandees from the car to the hall of 
the palace, where the body wili lie in state 
from Saturday until the day of the funeral. 

The sad procession from EI Pardo to Madrid 
was made under a flood of giorious sunlight 
and the weather was delightful. It s estimated 
that the multitude who viewed the pagcant 
numbered at least 80,000. The royal family 
have settled themselves at the palace. 

The streets were thronged with people at 
daybreak, although the funeral procession did 
not leave Ei Pardo until 11 o'clock. Nobies 
carrying torches encircled the hearse. The 
people knelt sobbing while the hearse passed. 
The celebrated ebony mourning coach of the 
time of Juana la Loca was at the end of the 
procession. The palace was thrown open and 
was thronged with visitors all day. 

King Alfonso's life was insured for $600,000.

DISASTERS. 

THE GREAT STORM ALONG THE IRISH AND 
SCOTCH COASTS CAUSES VESSELS TO SEEK 
SHELTER—THE AURORA FOUNDERED. 
Lonpon, Nov. 27.—The storm predicted for 

this side of the water has given full account 
of itself. Fortunately the Devon, Dorset, and 
Hampshire coasts were duly warned. The sig- 
nals along the west and northeast coasts were 
also kept fiying. Fresh to strong gales have 
prevalied along the Irish and Scotch coasts, 
and eastern English stations report an enor- 
mous fall of rain everywhere. When the gale 
arose the steamer Aurora, Capt. Ormandy, 
foundered near Hartlepool. A life-boat was 
manned and launched in a tremendous sea, 
which washed the boat back into the harbor 
twice. Several of the Aurora’s crew were 
drowned. A heavy storm prevailed at Shields, 
and large steamers were compelled to seek 
shelter in Tyne, where the harbor was crowded 
with refugee vessels, The wind is still high, 
but its violence is abating.

A RAILWAY WRECK.

The coun- 
try has gone through successfully many 
perils during the last quarter of «a cent- 
ury, du the line has on more than one 
occasion been drawn to its highest tension. 
There should not be the possibility of another 
strain if human prudence can prevent it. Every 
honorable citizen of the country, regardless of 
party faith, prayed for the life and health of the 
President, who stands alone now as the embodi- 
ment of constitutional power and authority, and 
from the moment he shouid leave the Capital until 
he reached it again in safety the country would be 
in patriotic unrest and uneasy. The Journal feels 
free to make this suggestion, to make this state- 
ment, as a Kepcblican newspaper, and published at 
the home of Mr. Hendricks, and as one against 
whom the charge cannot be made that it would do 
or say anything against the largest possible meas- 
ure of honor to the distinguished dead.

IN GENERAL. 
THE HON. OSCAR B. HORD GIVES SOME 
REMINISCENCES OF THE DECEASED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 27.—The Hon. 
Oscar B. Hord, at one time Attorney-General 
of Indiana, and one of Mr. Hendricks’ law 
partners for many years, said to a reporter: 


One day in our office was like all others; never 
any change—the same pleasant reiations with Mr. 
Hendricks existing without ever a ripple from day 
to day. I never knew of any one of more equable 
temperament or more agreeable address. Mr. 
Hendricks always had a high opinion of the aver- 
age man. He has often said that the average jury 
was underrated—believing firmly that the only 
thing to do was to warm them up to 
bring them to be interested in what was 
told them. He spoke to them as man to 
man. This was the secret of his success 
as an advocate. He was a lover of humanity, 
fond of studying its various phases, and always in- 
terested in a crowd. Other eminent men in law 
and politics pursue a different theory. They think 
a jury is at all times overestimated, or that the 
prime essential of political impressiveness is pos- 
ing. Mr. Hendricks was never effusive. He had 
no grand air of secrecy with which to impress one 
that he, of all, was highly favored in having bim 
impart information. He never strived for effect, 
nor was there anything sensational in what he did 
or sought to do. He was always free from 
any of the eccentricities of dress which great men 
sometimes assume. His dress was always neat, 
but not extravagant. He never called a man by 
his christian name, but Observed the rules of gen- 
tlemen of the old school. These elements of 
character and address I regard as the secret of his 
great success. I do not know that he had given 
any attention to the the law since he was elected 
Vice-President. He came in occasionally, but was 
about the office very littie. The last time was 
Tuesday evening, when, with bis usual courtesy and 
graciousness, be found 4 warm welcome from every 
one, particularly the young men of the office. Le 
was always interested in young men. Whatever 
they did secured his attention. He admirably fitted 
himself to their conditions, wishes, and thoughts, 
and with them he never seemed a day above them. 
He liked their conversation. and drew them out, 
and laughed at their jokes, and in everything meet- 
ing them on a common ground. That evening one 
of the young men read to hima unique will. His 
hearty laugh at the oddity of expression and dis- 
position of the property and his apparent good 
heaith gave no premonition of his early death. It 
is true he complained of a slight cold. and he him- 
self regarded it as nothing more. 

No one could form « complete appreciation of 
his character from one meeting. It was frequent 
association with him, the great sum of his daily 
life, that expressed the man and the man for ad- 
miration. He was patient under the most trying 
circumstances, but it was not good to press this 
virtue in him too closely. Mr. Hendricks was 
equally modest. I have heard him make speeches 
which I thought of extraordinary force, but 
he always came from the rostrum or stump 
with a lack of self-confidence. He feilt 
that he had omitted something—that he 
could Pave said something else with greater suc- 
dess. No matter how warmly the audience, 
great or small, evinced its satisfaction, he had a 
feeling that he had not done his best. Thus he 
never boasted what he had done. He was always 
the same quiet, agreeabie, courteous gentieman to 
all alike. He was very systematic. When through 
with his papers, he carefully folded them, neatly 
tied the red tape about them, as neatly indorsed 
their character with the name, case, class, and date. 
We have boxes of such papers which be has pre- 
served, many of them worthiess, but he always 
thought he might need them.

NO QUORUM OF THE COMMITTEE ON FIRE 
AND WATER-—THE PROPERTY -HOLDERDS’ 
POSITION. 

The Council Committee on Fire and Water, 
which should have met and received the com- 
mittee of property-hoiders appointed to appear 
and suggest an amendment to the ordinance 
giving the Chicago Underground Electric Con- 
duit Company authority to lay donduits along 
the sidewalk areas, failed to gather in sufficient 
strength to make up a quorum. Ald. H. F. 
Sheridan, the Chairman, was among the ab- 
seatees, the only members of the Council Com- 
mittee present being Aid. Whelan and Severin. 
The committee of eleven appointed by the 
property-holders was represented by Messrs. B. 
E. Gallup. A. L. Coe, and E. C. Cummings. The 
latter submitted the amendment already de- 
scribed in Taz TRIBUNE, which provides that 
the conduits or wires shall not be :aid without 
permission of the owners of property adjoining 
such sidew and the same shall be laid in 
such manner as will least interfere with the in- 
terests of the property-owners and occupants 
of such areas. 

The amendment was accompanied by a letter 
from all the members of the committee stating 
that after careful consideration of the ordinance 
they see no reason to oppose it provided this 
amendment is added to it. They state that 
they consider it a full protection to propert;- 
holders. They aiso express the desire to rid 
the city of the nuisance of overhead wires.

BREWERY BARNS SAVED FROM FIRE 
Dernarz, Mich., Nov. 26.—Harden Hand- 
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along the Canadian shore in the North Channel and 
St. Mary’s River. These lights will prove valuable 
aids to vessels trading between the north shore of 
Lake Superior and lower lake ports. The Ulumi- 
nating apparatus for each is dioptric, of small 
size, and shows fixea white from all points of ap- 
proach by water.

Manitowaning tis situated near the Church 
of England edifice in the Village of Manitowaning, 
on the north coast of Manitoulin Isiand, and leads 
direct from the mouth of the bay to the village. It 
is elevated eighty feet above the lake, and should 
be visible fourteen miles. 

pe Robert light is situated on the northern ex- 
tremity of the cape 
itoulin Island. It is elevated forty-six feet above 
the level of the water, and should be seen à dis- 
tance of twelve miles. 

North Sister Rock light is situated on the small, 
bare rock on the north side of the channel at the 
Canadian entrance to the mouth of St. Mary's 
River, or the channel north of St. Joseph's Island.

INCORRECT NOTIONS ABOUT IT—ITS PROB- 
ABLE CAUSE AND ITS CURR. 

A prominent New York physician says: Ma- 

laria la a much abused term. People abuse 

themselves in various ways; men eat to excess. 


drink, gambie, and carouse, turning nigut into 
day inthe operation; women also lead un- 
healthy lives, dancing in heated, poorly-venti- 
lated rooms, keeping late hours, taking no ex- 
eroise, practicing tight lacing, ete., and when 
the system of either the man or the woman 
rebeis and weakens under the unnatural strain 
illness and Wretchedness set in—and nine times 
out of ten, according to their own diagnosis, they 
have malaria. And it is not the laity alone. 
Sometimes in ignorance, sometimes through 
policy, and sometimes through sheer inability 
to combat these settled habits or the knowledge 
that such attempt would be hopeless the physi- 
cian consulted fails back on the convenient 
and general cayse—malaria—under over of 
whieh diagnosis be pursues his treatment. 
Now, stripped of all its exaggerations and mis- 
application, the word may with ropriety 
be applied to a class of diseases for Which 
certainly no better term has yet been sug- 
gested. It has been an accepted idea for 
renerations that malaria is indigenotis to low, 
swampy ground and clay soil, Which is without 
doubt a justifiable position; but, on the other 
hand, portions of New Jersey that are notori- 
ous for their malarious atmospbere are high 
and dry, with a porous, sandy soil. One of the 
theories regarding this matter entertained by 
the profession 1s that unfavorable atmospher- 
ical or parasitical influénces have existed 
in this country since the first visitation ot chol- 
era in 1832. In some respects this supposition 186 
tenable. That would expiain the sporadic out- 
breaks or conditions of malaria which arise in 
places previously considered free from such it 
fluences. It is a curious phase Of the maiaria 
mystery that districts now healthy were hot- 
beds of mortality to the early settiers, aud vice 
versa. Rochester. N. T., decimated its pioneer 
population with painful rapidity, and the Mau- 
mee country was at one time rife With 
malarial poison, Now there is scarcely a 
more salubrious and bedaithfol city in the 
Empire State than this same metropolis of 
the Western tier, and thé région about the 
Onio River eis no longer fatally malari- 
dus. On the other land, the Roman Cam- 
pagna, now a pestilential plain, to whose even- 
ing breath the healthiest succumb, was once 
peopled with a hardy and multitudinous race. 
For piain malaria quinine is almost an ihfaili- 
ble cure. Prof. Crudell gives a simpler, less 
costiy specific, which he claims is equally effi- 
cient. It is this: One lemon, peel and all. 
should be cut up, put in three tumblers of 
water, boiled down to one glassful, strained, 
and put to cool. When cod) the liquid is to be 
drahk ali at one, aud the practice to be re- 
peated daily, Ur every Other day, according to 
circumstances, or location., or constitution.”

¥EEDING FOR PROFIT. | 

Prot. George B. Morrow, University of III 
nois, gives the results of feeding bunches of 
cattle of various ages, from calves up, that 
have practical value to the generalfarmer. A 
synopeis is given of the result of feeding ten 
steers, sold Uct. 29, at from 27 to 36 months old, 
all baving some Short-Horn blood. As most had 
been purchased, exact statements could not be 
made &s to ages or breeding. They had been 
cheaply wintered and Were in good bealth but 
in thin flesh when turned on grass April 27. A 
little grain was given them for a few days. 
Then they had only grass until Aug. 20, when 
feeding with new crop corn was begun. At 
first stalks were fed, then unhusked ears, then 
husked ears, They were kept in a good pasture, 
ted three times each day, with bogs following. 
For the first few days the feeding 
was light. --#or the last sixty days 
they were fed, on an average, a little less 
than one-third of a bushel per day. 
When sold the average weight was 1,351 


F pounds, In sixty days the average gain was 


157 pounds per head. Even at the presetit-iow 


prices—$4.50 per 100 pounds—after “sbrink- 
ing’ 3 per cent, this gives a fair profit, espe- 
cially when we take into account thé value of 
the pork made of the undigested corn passing 
thfough the cattie, the manure left on. the 
farm, greater convenience and less cast of 
disposing of the corn directly from the field, 
and the addition of, say, one-half cent per 
pound to the value of the steers when feeding 
was begun. Four of this lot made an average 
gain of 318 pounds each during the four months 
and four days when on grass alone, except for 
afew days at first and last. These four made 
an average gain Of 481 pounds during six 
months from the time when turned on grass 
until sold. They were above the average or 
the lot in quality and thrift. The best gain 
made by any steer was 670 pounds for the six 
montus. 

In reiation to the feeding of the several lots, 
young and old, and including the milk breeds, 
Prof. Morrow sums up the Whole matter as 
follows: 

Bearing in mind that it is not wise fo draw final 
conclusions from single trials, the facts concern- 
ing these eattie suggestor illustrate among other 
things. that: 

The differences in animals of like breeding and 
under like treatment are often greater than those 
between typical anim ais of different breeds. 

Under the prevaient methods of wintering steers 
in the Western States little or no gain is made in 
weight during winter. 

it is GiMieult, if not impossible, to secure under 
good conditions, gains in Winter which shall near- 
ly equal those made in summer. 

Thelargest gains may be expected from animals 
in thin flesh, if in good health. It is difficult to se- 
eure rapid gain in weight during long continued 
feeding. 

Under like eonditions young animals make largest 
gain in proportion te food eaten. 

Afair profit can be made even at present low 
prices by grazing and then grain feeding for tWo or 
three months cattie which have been judiciously 
bought or econonicaily reared, to be sold when 
from 30 to 36 months oid. 

Ecdnomy of production is suite as important as 
maximum product, especially in times of low 
pri It is not cléar that itis profitable to give 
full Krain feedings to steers designed for the gen- 
eral markets during the best of the grazing season. 
It is not proven that it is most profitable for West- 
—— farmers to fatten and sell their steers as year- 

ngs.

He keeps 
on hand for this purpose & 1-inch rubber 
bose four or five feet long. , When the hose is 
not very stick a stick may be put inside to give 
it the required tension. 

The best floor for a stable, says the Rural 
Era, is one made of smooth stones of an egg 
shape, set on end on a graded fleor, well 
rammed down afd filled with sand ana 
hydraulic lime éemeut, so as to make a smooth 
surface. This is saturated with hot gas tar, 
and when dry makes a bard, durable, smooth, 
water-proof floor. But in the West cobbie- 
stones aré not always handy. In this case 
paving-biocks six inches thick, sawn from four- 
inch plank, and treated as above, are most ex- 
eeillent. 


An Eastern contemporary says the only truly 
economical manner of feeding stock, and from 
which the very best and most profitable re- 
turns are to be expected, is to convert the 
grains into meal, and feed only in such quanti- 


‘ties (at regular intervals) as each animal has 


capacity to cOnstimie atid digest. Vefy true as 
to intervals and feeding, but whether fed 
ground or unground will depend upon the 
price of the grain fed. The best feeders in the 
corn region of the West still find broken corn 
the most economical. 

Hoaru's Datryman hits the mark fairly in re- 
lation to strong butter when it says: Using 
pails and pans that are not thoroughly cleansed 
trom stale milk; setting the mk in damp, 
badig-ventilated cellars or milk-houses; keép- 
ing the milk too long, until it gets very sotir; 
keeping the cream too long; churning too sidw- 
iy, or in ah unclean churn; not taking all the 
buttermilk out of the butter; keeping the but- 
ter n a warm, badis-aired or moldy place. 
These all cause the butter to become strong, 
whieh is the effect of decompdsition init. The 
feod or water of the cow will also cause this 
trouble. 

A eorfespondent of the Country Gentleman 
holds that the wool does not give taste to the 
flesh either by its growth before butchering, 
or by its totich in the butehéring or after, and 
says the flesh of the sheep partakes of the fia- 
vor of its food more than does that of the éteer 
of bog, and the milk still more so perhaps. 
But ali the apparatus of glands, and cells, and 
tissues for the manufacture of wool is situated 
in the skin, and all its deposits are made there 
without affeeting the flesh. The disagreeabie, 
sheepy flavor is imparted to meat by age, by 
bad feeding, and by the delay in the removal of 
the viscera.

WINTERING BEES. 

Prof. A. J. Cook of the Michigan Agricult- 
tiral College, a most excellent authority on 
matters relating te the apiary, upon the sub- 
ject of winteritig bees thinks the one great 
drawback in beekeeping is the danger of loss 
which comes with each of our severe winters, 
which are unpleasantiy frequent of late. Last 
winter was due of the most severe. Judgihg 
from the experience of che last twenty gears, 
these terrible cold winters may be expected 
about once in three years, If we may judge 
from the past, we may also safely assert that 
during these most trying winters there will be 
a loss Of from 50 to 100 per cent of the colonies 
of bees in all the Northern States. 

Prof. Cook refers to a farmer in Mictigan 
who has for yeats kept bees with large profit 
and has never lost 4 colony till last winter, 
when two died of starvation. He quotes the 
fact that many beekeepers, like the one re- 
ferred to, meet with no loss, and believes that 
with full knowledge, followed by equal care 
and pains, this loss may be Wholiy prevented. 
Many of our best beekeepers have no more 
tear of losing their bees than of losmg their 
cattie and horses, and at the college, he says, 
no such loss has been met for years.

the list. The eastern shore of Lake Mich 

is naturally better adapted to this fruit than 
any other part of the West, and thetice comes 
the limited supply of English gooseberries 
found in the Chicago market. 

In amateur cultivation, if the mulch is ob 
jectionabie on the surface, the soil may be ro- 
moved down to the roots, those uncovered be- 
ing covered with a little soil, and rotten ma- 
nure to the depth of four inches laid on well, 
trumped down, and the earth again cast over 
all. It would not de an onerous job where 
only a few bushes were cultivated, and if the 
same plan should be practiced with ctirrants 
the improvement in size and quaiity would well 
repay the cost. When gooseberries and cur- 
rants cannot be grown on the north side of a 
fence or wall partial shade may be given 
with frames of lath having interstices 
of half an inch between, or bast mats may be 
used. In this case the surface muich is best, 
to be removed after the season of growth, and 
with an app. ication of rotten manure to be dug 
in in the autumn.

ifymg success. The academies and colleges 
that have been actually organized, newly 
founded, or put in working order are now suff- 
ciently numerous, if well endowed, to meet the 
present wants of the people. Outeide an occa- 
sional gift from the North and two or three 
munificent endowments—ltke those of Vander- 
biit, Tileston, and Emery—this money bas been 
a home contribution by avery poor and ex- 
hausted people. A fine beginning has been 
made in Baltimore, Washington, St. Louis, and 
New Orleaue through the gift of several mill- 
ions of dollars by Southern men like Hopkins, 
Pratt, Tuloue, Corcoran, and the noble group 
of men who dave founded the Washington 
University in St. Louis. But far more im- 
portant even than this bas been the movement 
for the establishment of free elementary 
schools for both white and colored chil- 
dren in all of the Southern States 
within tne last ten years. When we think that 
even Engiand is only beginning a general 
movement to educate the masses, and that all 
Europe, outside of Germany and Switzerland, 
is even more tardy in this matter than she, we 
may well praise the wisdom and the seif-sac- 
rifice of our Southern brethren. For it has 
been done through much self-sacrifice, we may 
be sure. The friends of the new movement 
have had a hard battle to fight in every State 
with the ignorance, the prejudice, and the un- 
doubted poverty of the people. In certain 
districts, and perhaps throughout the State of 
Louisiana, today this bitter conflict is going 
on. Yet in the whole sixteen States it may be 
said that the battle tor the free public school 


jis practically won. This is undoubtedly the 


most notabie educational fact in Christendom 
within the last ten years. 

In all the larger cities and in many of the 
smalier towns the graded school is establisbed 
for both races, and in many cases bandied 
with great ability. The schools of Charieston, 
Columbia, and other towns are exceilent. In 
every State the county institute for the train- 


ing of teachers, in several the summer vormal 


institute of several weeks’ duration, and m 
some the State Normal School for white and 
colored pupiis are established. These schools are 
mostly taught by the superior young people of 
both races—native Southerners. Daughters of 
the old first families find in teaching their prin- 
cipal occupation, vast numbers of them being 
thrown upon their own resources. At first 
Northern teachers were very much employed, 
but there are comparatively few at present. 

The subject of the superior and industrial 
education of the colored people is being de- 
pated in every Southern community. And in 
ail Southern cities there is a hopefal move- 
ment for the esthetic and the higber industrial 
training, prophetic of valuable results in the 
near future. Iadeed, the traveler through 
the South today finds himself in the presence 
of an educational revival as marked as in New 
England in the days of Horace Mann.“ But 
all that has been done is only the overture to 
the mighty work of educating the whole peo- 
ple to which the South is now waking up. 

PRESENT NEEDS. 

The first great need, in order that this work 
may be well done, is money. After its utter- 
most effort the South is really unable to effect- 
ually carry forward the work it has begun.

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NEWS FROM GERMANY, 

THE WAR BUDGET OPPOSED BY THE RAD- 
ICALS—GERMAN EMIGRATION TO BRAZIL— 
OTHER NOTES. 

A vigorous fight is being made in Radical 
quarters in Germany on the war budget for 
1886. There is a large increase bere, amount- 
ing altogether to 13,500,000 marks, or about 
$3,375,000. The navy budget, originally calcu- 
lated at 6,000,000, has been greatiy augmented 
by later demands, and the total increase in the 
expenditure next year on the German army 
and navy is estimated at not quite 40,000,000 
marks, or about $10,000,000. No wonder there 
is some tell kicking. 

South America, especially certain parts of 
Brazil, is to be invaded by the sturdy Teuton, 
the colonization fever is spreading 80, and a 
capital of a million marks has been raised by 
the German Colonization Society to found 
colonies there, 

An order which will put an end to a practice 
which has caused. considerable worry to Bis- 
marck at times bas just been promalgated 
prohibiting the publication in future of any 
private letters received from men or officers 
serving in tne German navy abroad. Some un- 
pleasant stories have crept into print in this 
way, and the Iron Chancellor bas directed the 
Chief of the German Admiralty to stap it. 

The preparations for the erection of a monu- 
ment to the late Prince Frederick Charles, the 
„Red Prince, by the Third Army Corps, 
which he commanded, are now well advarced, 
and it bas been decided to place the monument 
in the Townof Brandenburg. ; 

It will be remembered that it was recently 
cabied from Berlin that the well-known Polar 
explorer, Lieut. Schwatka, is preparing for a 
new expedition to the North Pole. It is now 
stated that he will start if possibie next spring, 
and rely morethan any of bis predecessors on 
dogs, sledges, and boats. It is also stated that, 
in the light of experience showing the insufii- 
ciency of the means bitherto resorted to for 
obtaining provisions, Lieut. Schwatka ie mak- 
ing novel arrangements with regard to sup- 
plies. ‘

A Veritable Slaughter- Pen The Oonfed- 
erate Relics 
of the Fight. : 


—— 


PETERSBURG, Va., Nov. 24.—jSpecial Corre- 
spondence Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette.}— 
Upon most of the battlefields of Northern and 
Western Virginia there is little to aid the im- 
agination of the visitor. Where the land is 
worth the trouble the earthworks, if there 
were any, have been leveled, and there is noth- 
ing left to mark the spots where great events 
transpired, At Manassas the plain, fenced and 
cultivated, has nothing to show where the tre- 
mendous battles were fought or particular 
deeds were done. A visit to the battlefields 
about Manassas is not particularly interesting, 
except to those who participated in those strug- 
gies. In the southwest this is different, from 
the fact chat upon nearly all the great battle- 
fields about Fredericksburg, Riehmond, and 
Petersburg the earthworks remain untouched 
except by the hana of time. Just as they were 
fought over; just as they were stained with 
blood, and heaped with dead and dying, and 
plowed with shot and shell: just as they stood 
when the War ended, there they stand today. 
The rain has beaten them down somewhat, the 
grass has in many places grown over them and 
the leaves accumulated in the ditches and 
hollows. Pine trees as thick as a man's thigh 
have grown upon them, and the scrub pines, 
and black-jack, and ehinquepin make a thick 
underbrush. But in many places they stand 
uncovered, the bare, silent, grim, old red 
earthworks of the War. These give aguide to 
the imagination and assist the recollection and 
vivify the memories of those terrible events. 

At Spottsylvania you may stand upon the 
deadly angie where for ‘hirty-six hours in 
blood, and smoke, and agony, in a tumult as if 
among fighting fiends of heil, the contending 
armies were clinched like wild beasts ina 
death strugele that Knew no mercy, gave no 
quarter, and asked for none. At Cold Harbor 
you may go into the Federal butcher-pen of 
1864. You may stand in the works where the 
Federal troops lay clutching their rifles at 
break of day upon that dreadful morning. 
You may spring over these low parapets as 
they did in the dark and murky dawning, and, 
before you, see the slope, down and then up, 
over which they swept in that fatal charge. 
Before you stand tbe old works they charged, 
frowning, impreguable, and between you and 
them is the space wherein fell 13,000 of the 
flower of the Northern army in a charge as 
hopelers as was that at Balakiava. 

Ali around Richmond the old fortifications 
and Jines of works may be traced. Sometimes 
they disappear in plowed and cultivated flelds 
to reappear beyond. Some of the forts, in- 
deed mauy of them, are nearly perfect, and a 
day or two would put tem in as good trim as 
ever. ä 

Down below, at Drury’s Bluff and Fort Dar- 
ling, the works in many places need nothing 
but the ax to put them in shape for occupation. 

AROUND PETERSBURG. 

But the most interesting of all are the works 
about Petersburg, the historic city, and the 
centre of interest is the old ‘‘crater,” as it is 
called, the scene of the explosion of a Federal 
mine July 30, 1864, and the dreadful scenes 
following. a 

Iepent a day riding along the old lines at 
Petersburg from Fort McGilvery past Fort 
Stedman, Fort Haskell, Fort Morton, Fort 
Meikie, Fort Rice down to Jerusalem plank 
road and Fort Davis and Fort Sedgwick, better 
known as Fort Hell.“ Further on toward 
Hatcher's Run the forts are in a better state of 
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ry. 
Instantly the Union batteries opened with 
every gun from Appomattox Creek to Jerusa- 
lem plank road, from Fort MeGiivery to Fort 
Davis, in horrid uproar. Tho air was alive with 
howling shot and screaming shells, and the 
valley shrouded in billowy smoke. troops 
pressed forward into the crater and over the 
lines of the enemy, stunned and de 
and the day of carnage began. 


A BLOODY CHAPTER. 

Hundreds of people have tried to tell the 
story of the Battie of the Crater, which began 
with the explosion at 4 in ne morning end 
ended with the recapture by the Confederates 
about I or 2 o'clock in the afternoon. The story 
cannot be told. Nolanguage can adequately 
describe it. It cannot be painted, for no colors 
are deep enough. The story from the Federal 
side is not a proud one, Grant called it a 
miserable affair,” and summed up it was a 
disgraceful affair to the Union army, and cost 
tne lives of nearly 6,000 men. 

The troops were the poorest in the Northern 
army—mixed white and biack—and led by 
menu who, if they any knowledge. 
bravery, or sense, failed to show it upon that 
occasion, There was individual gallantry and 
many exhibitions of high courage, and there 
was the most desperate and deadly fighting of 
te War, but in general there was no glory in 
the day for the Yankees. 

Our men huddied in the crater instead of 
pushing on to Cemetery Hill, az ordered, and 
soon an enfilading fire made it as dangerous to 
go backward as to go forward. It was not 
until 8 o'clock that the colored troops were 
sent in. They charged over the heads of 
the whites crowded in the crater, swept 
over the crests cbeerimg, and spread to 
the right, capturing 200 prisoners and a flag. 
A heavy fire of artillery and musketry sent 
them back to add to the confusion in the cra- 
ter and the numbers in that horrible mixture 
of men, alive, wounded, ana dead, 
ghastly débris of the explosion. 

The Confederates trained their heavy guns 
upon this red slaughbter-pen and dropped sbelis 
into the frenz.ed masses. The Confederates 
charged repeatedly and poured volleys into the 
crater. Back and forth over tne edge the men 
fought in desperate dashes. They threw hand 
grenades over. The Confederates lighted bomb- 
shells and rolled them over the parapet into the 
crater. > 

Several charges of the Confederates were 
beaten back in bloody repulses by the Federal 
troops, and from the vast rim of the crater a 
steady storm of bullets poured upon Mahone's 
men, and every gun on the Southern side was 
pointed at that place. When all had been 
retaken but the crater the Confederate bat- 
teries ceased firing upon it,.and preparations 
were made for assault. Happily, before the 
assaulting party could be formed a white hand- 
kerchief made fast to a ramrod appeared over 
the edge of the crater, and after a brief pause 
a motley crowd of prisoners poured over the 
sides and ran for their lives to the rear. The 
Federals lost about 6,000 in killed and wounded 
and 1,100 prisoters. Two brigade commanders 
were captured and twenty-one flags, according 
to the authority quoted. The Contederate loss 
was very heavy too, the destructtulness of the 
fizhting being shown by the fact that the Sixth 
Virginia, with ninety-eight men, lost eighty- 
eighti—one company from Norfolk having 
every man killed. The sharpshooters nad eighty 
men and lost sixty-four. j

New York Sun; Fifty years ago a scientific 
man would bave looked with seorg upon any 
one who told him that he believed the great 
ocean depths were inhabited. But nowadays, 
every time a dredge goes to the bottom of the 
ocean, scores of new kinds of animals are 
brought up in it, The laying of the Atlantic 
cable threw the first ligut upon the subject of 
deep-sea life, for starfishes and crabs came up 
attached to the ends of ropes and cables. The 
moment this was known scieatists became en- 
thusiastic for exploration, and soon deep-sea 
expeditions were organized. I had the good 
fortune to be connected with the United States 
Fieh Commission for two years, and during 
that time made several expeditions to sea for 
the purpose ot exploring the ocean bot- 
tom south of New Engtand. The Fish 
Commission's vessel, the Albatross, is 4&4 
large screw steamer of 1,000 tons, built ex- 
pressiy for dredging, She is long and narrow, 
and is fitted for sea voyages. 
about ber is modern and improved, and no 
2 dredging vessel exists in any part of the 
wo rl 

The first voyage I made on this steamer was 
in Augen. and aa we out of the little har- 
bor of Wood's Hole, Mass., bound on our pe- 
cullar errand, I felt a certain satisfaction as I 
thought that on the morrow I would be one of 
the first to iook upon animals the like of which 
had never boen seén by humaneye. That 
night I dreamed of wonderful creatures; I 
thought I was on the ocean bottom, and that 
in the dim phosphorescent light I saw a ay 
shell which suddenly became a large animai 
with au enormous head and mouth, ite eyes 
shining and its teeth glittering as it came to 
devour ms. When the next day I saw my first 
deep-sea animals I found that my dreams 
were not much exaggerated, for there before 
me lay organisms 80 different from anything 1 
had ever seen before that I could hardly believe 
I was in the same world.

OVERLOOKING THE CRATER. 

The crater itself bas never been touched by 
the profaning plowshare or spade. The works 
on either side have melted away under the 
hand of the husbandman, but the bloody old 
crater has been shunned and spared. Of 
course the crater itself has been f led in to 
some extent by rain-washes and vegetable de- 
posit and the highest mounds beaten down a 
trifle, but in the main the piace remains un- 
changed since the close of the War. 

You stand upon the edge of the crater over 
which the opposing lines fought in fierce hand- 
to-hand struggies with swords, pistois, knives, 
clubbed muskets, and bayonets, and look down 
into that beil-hole of dark and dreadful mem- 
ories.

A COMMON DEEP-8BA FISH. 


The distribution of animals on the ocean 
bettom is very wide, an animal seldom being 
local in distribution. Temperature is the main 
dividing line, and depth isof minor importance 
as a check upon distribution. We have many 
kinds of animals from 500 fathoms, which, 
while they are not encountered in the deepest 
parts of the ocean, are found upon the coast of 
Europe and in the Mediterranean in similar 
depths. Furthermore, many of our recentiy- | 
discovered deep-sea animals have proved to be 
identical with fossil forme found in the quater- 
nary deposits of Italy. Indeed, we might 
almost say that all deep-sea animals belong to 
fossil types—the mere remains ot a former 
age. In structure they are as a rule primitive 
and highly specialized in certain directions at 
the expense of other less developed parts. 
Such animals as Crinoids, for a loug time 
placed upon the list of extinct animals, have 
been discovered upon the ocean bottom in 
places in abundance, and often in variety, a 
number of species and several genera baving 
been described from the North Atiantic alone. 
Who can tell what remarkable forms of animal 
life may not be found before the whole ocean 
bed is thoroughly examined? It is not unrea- 
sonable to suppose that Trilobites yet be 
discovered in these recesses, sea 
investigation is still in ite infancy. 

Researches have sbown that the ocean bed 
in all water deeper than 1,000 fathoms is com- 
posed of globigerina ooze, so called from the 
fact that it is mainly made up of the living and 
broken sbells of a certain species of fora- 
minifera, calied scientifically giobigerina. It 
isathick, biue. sticky mud, containme but 
little matter besides the calcareous shells, 
which are so abundant. Besides this there is 
some meteoric iron. The total absence of sand 
and rocks is well marked. Ice or floating sand 
from the shore, as soon as it strikes the guif 
stream, is immediately carried away and de- 
posited, and thisserves as an effectual barrier 
to all such foreign matter.

FORT MYER-—PAYMASTERS’ ESCORTS. 

The Secretary of War bas received the report 
ef Inspector-General Baird of this invesica- 
tions of the Fort Myer court-martial affair. 
The report has not been made public, but it is 
warned that Lieut. Green's treatment of the 
men who were court-martiaied is pretty severe- 
ly erititised, and rumor bas it tnat be is to be 

a dose of the same medicine. 

The following is the substance of a recent 

letter from the Lieutenant-General, approved 
the Secretary of War, to the commanding 
General of the Division of the Pacific ; 

Pay masters should make application to the com- 
mending officers of posts for such escort and 
means of transportation as may be necessary in 
their journeys to pay troops; but the military 
eommeanders. from their better knowledge of the 
surrounding country. the necessities of their com- 
mand, and the means of transportation within their 
control, are the proper judges of the size and arm 
of such escorts and the nature and extent of the 
trans portation. 

The Pay master-General publishes this letter 
to the officers of his department, together with 
the following instructions: 

When a Paymaster shall not be furnished with 
en escort as he may deem necessary for the pro- 
tection of funds in his charge, or with the desired 
quantity or quality of transportation, he must con- 
tent himself with making & respectful protest, but 
must proceed on his journey and obey his orders, 
leaving to higher authority the determination of 
responsibility in case of loss of funds or property 
resulting from insufficient protection. 

HARLOW A. STREET'S PETITION. 

Hurlow A. Street, at present a clerk in the 
War Department, has petitioned the Supreme 
Court of this District for a mandamus upon the 
Secretary of War to compel him to restore his 
name tothe rolis of the regular army as a 
Second Lieutenant, trom which he claims he 
was illegaily transferred to the supernumerary 
list and subsequently mustered out. He is one 
of the 349 officers that were mustered out un- 
der the act of July 15, 1870, reducing the per- 
sonnel of the army.

About three weeks ago a bolt of Brussels 
carpet containing about twenty-five yards, and 
whict had been but recently cleaned, was stolen 
from one of the court-rooms. It happened 
that the men at work on the electric-light ap- 
pliances were adjusting wires in the room the 
day the carpet was stolen, and as Superintend- 
ent Phillips couldn't locate the missing carpet 
he at once took the keys of the room away 
from the eiectric-ligbt men. The latter keenly 
felt this reflection on their honesty and set 
about finding out the thief, although they were 
confident that he was not among their number. 
Two Weeks passed and no clew was found, un- 
til one of the workmen who happened to be 
eating bis lunch in a private office off the 
eourt-room the day in question iner 
dentally remarked that he saw two men whom 
be knew to be in the employ of the Court- 
House enter the room and take the carpet 
away. He gave a description of the man who 
carried off the carpet on his shoulder, and it 
tallied exactly with that of a certain Court- 
House employé. The same day he positively 
identified the man, but the latter indignantly 
denied the charge. Superintendent Phillips at 
once set about an alleged investigation of the 
facts of the case, and promised a TRISUNE re- 
porter that as soon as be discovered the guilty 
pirty he would make the fact public. That 
was the iast beard of the matter until the re- 
porter learned yesterday that the man had 
acknowledged that be had taken the carpet 
and returned it about a week ago. Superin- 
tendent Phillips kept as dumb as an 
oyster about the matter, however, al- 
though it was clearly his duty 
to report it to the County Board through the 
proper committee. This is oniy one instance 
that has been made public regarding the disap- 
pearance of various articies, such as station- 
ery, stamps, etec., from the Court-House, for 
the reason that it was impossibie to get any- 
thing definit on the subject.

PROHIBITION, 


DR. HERRICK JOHNSON TELLS WHY HE 
THINKS IT RIGHT AND PROPER. 

About 100 members and friends of the Chi- 
cago Prohibition Union met at the Tremont 
House last nig it. The object of the meeting, 
as explained by Chairman J. B. Hobbs, was to 
discuss the questions pertaining to the tem- 
perance movement. It was proposed to invite 
to the meetings all those who took any interest 
in the matter, whether they were in favor of 
or opposed to it, and to discuss thoroughly 
probibition, high license, and local option. The 
Rev. Herrick Johnson read a paper on The 
Grounds and Objects of Prohibition.“ He said 
doubt existed as to the right of prohibition. 
It was objected that legal prohibition was 
a violation of fundamental principles 
of right and justice and did not obliterate the 
distinctions of character. The ground of the 
legal probibition act was on account of the 
evil effect of the deed on society, not on ac- 
count of the moral evil inherentin it. Prohibi- 
uon proceeded on the basis of the evil effects 
of the use of alcoholic liquors on society, and 
not at all on the basis that alcohol was a n 
and hurtful to tne individual. The object of 
prohibition was not to make people good by 
law—to coerce them to virtue. Law was pro- 
tective and restrictive, not reformatory. ro- 
bibition did not want to make meu good by re- 
moving the sa oon out of their way. Neither 
was it the object of prohibition to strike the 
individual, to invade the home, and trespass on 
personal liberty. Prohibition was directed 
against the saloon, not against the home. Pri- 
vate rights would be touched, but it was 
not these rights that it aimed at, but the 
grog-shop. It might be necessary to destroy 
property in order to put out a fire, but it was 
the fire that was aimed at, not the property. 
The legal right of prohibition admitted of no 
doubt. It bad been established by many 
courts, Probibition was right also from a 
moral point of view, for it bevefited society in 
extirpating some of the worst evils under 
which society suffered. Probibiuon could not 
be kept out of politics. It affected all condi- 
tions of life, and stood in necessary relation to 
government. Parity organization was indis- 
pensable for success. 

The paper was discussed by some of the men 
present, and the meeting adjourned. Another 
meeting will be held next Thursday. It was 
announced that ex-Gov. St. John would speak 
at the First Methodist Church Thursday, Dec. 
17, under the auspices of the Aqua-Pura Lodge 
of Good Templars.

A LAD DIES OF HYDROPHOBIA, AFTER EN- 
DURING THE MOST HORRIBLE SUFFERING 
—INVESTIGATING CHARGES AGAINST AN 
ASYLUM SUPERINTENDENT. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Nov. 27.—[Svecial.|— 
Georgie Nagle Schmidt, a 4-year-old lad resid- 
ing with his parents at No. 510 Fourteenth 
street, died today, after suffering the tortures 
of hydrophobia, the result of a dog-bite three 
weeks azo. When bitten the lad made no great 
complaint, and as the wound appeared to be 
healing nicely nothing was thought of the mat- 
ter until yesterday, when a twitching of the 
lad’s limbs marked the first symptoms of the 
rabies. At times he would froth at the 
mouth and make a barking sound, like a dog, 
after which he was invariably seized with vio- 
lent convulsions. Upon the suggestion of phy- 
sicians he was this afternoon taken toa Turk- 
ish bath establishment ⸗ placed under treat- 
ment, but to no purpose, ne animal by which 
the lad was bitten is said to be still runumg at 
large, its owner refusing to kill it. It is said 
that several other persons were bitten by the 
animal several weeks ago.

THB CALL MONDAY. 
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SINKING OF THE STEAMER EMMA GRAHAM 


—ONE OR MORE PERSON DROWNED. 

Pans Und, W. Va., Nov. 27.—The steam- 
er Emma Graham, which left Pittsburg Wednes- 
day evening bound for Cincinnati, with numer- 
ous passengers on board, sank in the Ohio 
River at Ripley Landing, near this piace, at 9 
o’clock last night. In swinging into the land- 
ing the Graham struck a large barge filled with 
staves. The barge was tied to the landing with 
no danger signals displayed on the outer end, 
thus deceiving the pilot. The steamer struck 
on her starboard side with terrific force, over- 
turning everything on board. The barge was 
torn loose and floated off down the stream.“ 
The officers of the Graham, not knowing the 
extent of the injuries of their boat, made an 
effort to catch the barge, but the Graham be- 
gan to sink, and the Captain then tried to 
beach his vessel, but the hold filled so rapidly 
that he found it impossible to do so, and she 
sank in mid-channel in twenty feet of water. 

Women and children rushed frantically 
about. The men were greatly excited in their 
efforts to save their families and themselves. 
Capt. Cooper and Clerk Slavin stood manfully 
at their posts, and it was by their cooi-headed- 
ness and bravery that a fearful loss of life was 
averted, as many in their excitement were for 
jumping into the cold stream. : 

Several of the deck-hands and deck passen- 
gers were swept overboard in the swift our- 
rent. The fireman and Second Mate Pendleton 
caught the stage-plank and clung to it until 
Fireman Mylo Cooper climbed up onto one end 
when it turned over, throwing its four occu- 
pants again into the river. Their cries for help 
attracted the attention of parties on the shore, 
who, put out in skiffs and rescued three of 
them. Mylo Cooper gave one loud ery, For 
God's sake save mel and sank to tne bottom. 
After an hour’s hard work all who were yet 
alive were taken to the neighboring bouses, 
where all that was possible was done for their 
comfort.. 

Fireman Cooper is as yet the only one pos 
tively known to be lost, but it is supposed that 
several more of the deck-hands have met with 
a similar fate, as they are still missmg. Ali 
the passengers were brought to Parkersburg 
on this mornine’s boat. The steamer Emma 
Graham now lies sideways in the channel, up 
to the passenger-deck in the water. The dam- 
age to the boat is not yet known, but the in- 
surance will cover all loss. She is owned by 
Capt. James Reese of Pittsburg, and was one 


of the finest passenger boats on the upper Ohio

The hog market was firm, with a 
smaller supply than bad been expected, and prod- 
uct would probably have been firmer but for the 
depression in wheat. As it was the market sold of

It is many years since so small 
a trading in this product was done for Thanksgiv- 
ing. Holders scarcely know what to do with the 
surplus. One specujative dealer took 6 tons of it 
at 50 for chickens and de for turkeys. So far as 
the local consumption was concerned there was no 
demand, and a further decline is anticipated today. 
Fresh game sold readily, and potatoes continued 
firm and in good request. The butter and cheese 
markets were very quiet. Hay was siow with 
heavy offerings. The grocery trade was only fair, 
but good for the last half of November. An im- 
provement was noted in the demand for drugs and 
chemicals, 

No new features were developed in the dry-goods 
market. The demand continues for holiday special- 
ties; otherwise everything is quietly running on in 
the even tenor of its way. Values remain steady, 
and no immediate change is looked for. There was 
@ slight falling off in the number of orders in the 
manufactured iron trade, while there was a small 
increase in the sales of merchant steel. The Hast- 
ern mills have advanced their prices for steel rails 
to $34.00 per ton, and Western mills have followed 
suit at $35.00@36.00 f. o. b., Chicago or other West- 
ern points. 

The rumor went around yesterday morning that 
the principal selling of wheat was for Armour, who 
was unloading through several brokers. The ru- 
mor was authoritatively denied later by the state- 
ment that Mr. A. had not sold a bushel all the 
morning. Another bear influence was the rumor, 
elsewhere referred to, which came here from New 
York, to the effect that a prominent firm was in dif- 
ficulties. : 

The English cables of yesterday were very blue 
in regard to wheat. Their heaviness would appear 
to have turned oa the fact of a large increase in 
the quantity that is headed towards them. There 
was one gleam of comfort for the bulls im the fact 
that the aggregate receipts at Toledo and Duluth 
were only 39,000 bu yesterday, while the shipments 
aggregated 75,000 bu. 

It was remarked yesterday that the men in Min- 
neapolis who sold wheat here early in the week to 
arrive had made their point. The market broke 
after they had sold, leaving them free to buy in 
again at a profit if so disposed. It was understood 
that some of that wheat was covered on the drop 
yesterday. It was claimed, however. that the mag- 
nitude of their sales had been very much exagger- 
ated by Dame Rumor. 

The engagements in New York yesterday for ex- 
port were variously reported, but appear to in- 
clude only 1 boat load of wheat and 7 of corn. 
Here one lot of 10,000 bu wheat was worked for 
export, the decline just carrying the market within 
the limit named in the the order. 

The Cincinnati Price Current suggests it as prob- 
able that an error of 10,000,000 quarters has crept 
into the statement of the estimated production of 
wheat in Russia this year.

ers alone. As the latter became competent to 
All the duties of the nailers more machines 
were set to work, and 1 think that the output 
will increase from now on; slowly, to be sure, 
but it will increase all the same, until by next 
spring the milis will be able to run at full ca- 
pacity without the assistance of the wailers.’’ 

“Then there is no prospect for an adjust- 
ment of the difficulty between the nailers and 
the manufacturers?“ 

* No, not while the nailers adhere to their 
union. The manufacturers claim that this is 
their opportunity to break the backbone of 
the union, and havé therefore determined to 
employ no nailer at any price who is a union 
man. It a nailer abandons bis union and will 
go to Work at the prices set forth in the new 
soale he could probably find work. But if 
they hold out in their strike it is my opinion 
that they will see all the mills running with ex- 
feeders filling their positions. Another de- 
mand made by the nailers is that all of the 
‘seab’ feeders now at work shail be discharged, 
and this the mill-owners refuse to do.

Nothing can be imagined more beautitui or del- 
icate than the combination of colors—the pale 
green, and rich cream-white, and the blue 
lustre of the sapphires. Another dress had 
the train in goid-yellow satin striped with 
wide stripes of white velvet. This was met 
at each side, just below the waist, with a 
large full puff of plain gold-yellow satin. 
Below these puffs were wide pointed revers of 
cream-white pekin in broad alternate stripes of 
satin and veivet. The front of this gorgeous 
dress was in cream-white satin embroidered ali 
over with circular figures in minute gold span- 
gies.

The Countess Walewska. 
The Comtesse Waleweka, says a Paris letter, 
is bopelesiy cut off from her pension of 20,000 
francs a year, which she was granted as the 
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ments against ber were, first, that she is no 
longer widowed, she having married eight or 
nine years ago au Italian named Alessandri. 
He was not more than 20 at the time of the 
wedding, and is, therefore, still young as 
well as able-bodied; and quite in a state to 
support himself and his wife. The second argu- 
ment was that France owed nothing to Comte 
Walewski, He was the natural son of the First 
Napoleon and of a Polish adventuress who 
consoled him during the retreat from Moscow. 
The success of Louis Napoleon brought Wa- 
lewski per gzaltum from an obscure consulate 
to a brilliant position; and from 1852 to the 
time of his death be was not only thrust into 
splendidly-paid situations, but often received 
magnificent gratuities from the Emperor. He 
was not a bad man—far from it. But 
there are so many good men who are 
unable to keep buckle and tongue to- 
gether. His wife enjoyed a good time gen- 
erally under the Empire, and was in all points 
the most beautiful woman at the imperial 
court. She was bighy cultivated, but Nature 
did so much for her in everything that art was 
only needed to place her in harmony with the 
artificial conditions of the society in which 
she shone. Her smile was geniai as a fine 
spring day. She had a primness of character 
and soft, winsome manners, a liveliness that 
did not overpower, and a beauty that suavity 
adorned much more than ber couturiere, al- 
though I never saw any one whom fine raiment 
became better. One of my early recollections 
is the fury that her beauty caused in London 
to the ladies of the Corps Diplomatique when 
she came out at the Court of St. James as 
Ambassadress of France. I forgot why she had 
the pas of them all ata royal drawing-room, 
but remember how unconcerned she 
at an attempt made to boycott ber by the fair 
representatives of Russia, Prussia, and Aus- 
tria.

Hard-Working European Women. 

At Stockholm the debasement of woman is 
perhaps more thorough and complete than in 
any city of Northern Europe. She here prac 
tically supplants the beasts of burden. And lam 
not altogether unfamiliar with woman’s work 
in Europe. I have seen her around the pit 
mouth, at the forge, and barefooted in the 


brickyards of ** Merrie Engiland,”’ and filling 
blast furnaces and tending coke ovens in 
„ Sunny Fraue.“ 

I bave sadly watched her bearing the heat 
and burden of the day in the fields of the 
„ Fatherland, and in Austria-Hungary do- 
ing the work of man and beast on the farm 
and in the mine. I have seen women emerge 
from the coal pits of Busy Belgium,“ where 
little girls and young women graduate under- 
ground as hewers of coal and drawers of carts, 
for it is no uncommon thing in Europe to 
hitch women and dogs together that manufact- 
uring may be done cheaply. Aged, bent, and 
sunburned, 1 have seen women, with rope over 
shoulder, toiling on the banks of canais and 
dikes in picturesque Holland. 

Having witnessed all this, I was yet sur- 
prised to find in a city so beautiful and seem- 
ingly so rich and prosperous as Stockbolm 
woman still more debased. In Stockholm she 
is almost exclusively employed as hodcarrior 
and bricklayer's assistant. She. carries bricks, 
mixes mortar, and, in short, does all the 
beavy work about the building. At the dinner 
hour you see groups of women sit on the 
piles of wood and stone eating their frugai re- 
past. 

Those engaged making mortar and tending 
plasterers wore aprons. They are paid for a 
day of hard work of this toil, lasting twelve 
hours, tne munificent sum of one kroner 
(equivalent to one and three pence). Women 
sweep the streets, haul the rubbish, drag hand- 
carts up the hills and over the cobbie-stones, 
unload bricks at the quays, attend to the parks, 
do the gardening, and row the numerous fer- 
ries which abound at Stockholm. 

The entire dairy business of the city is in 
their bands, and here they take the places of 
horses and dogs, carrying on their shoulders 
the heavy cans of milk from door to door. 
While woman thus slaves in Stockhoim, man 
parades. You will see him in a sort of uni- 
form in the market-place, lounging all day 
“for hire’’ to run errands or to do light por- 
terage. Whenever any light work that pays 
fairly well is to be done there is the genus 
man. On dress parade you see him as a 80 
dier, swaggering about beer-gardens, loafing in 
the barrack-yard, or fishing on the outskirts of 
the town. "Tis a pity some of the showy sol- 
diers of these little European Powers could not 
be allized into expert bod-carriers or skill- 
ful mortar-mixers, instead of weighing women 
down under the yoke of double

tum, and all ready for the nextday. I think I 
remember hearing that twenty-four large pins 
were by uO means an unusual number to go to 
bed with on your head. 

“The perfection of figure, according to the 
then fashion, was the smallness of the circum- 
ference into which your unfortunate waist 
could be compressed, and many a poor girl 
burt her bealth very materially by trying to 
rival the reigning beauty of that day, the 
Duchess of Rutland, who was said to squeeze 
herself to the size of an orange and a half. 
Small hoops were worn in a morning and 
larger for a dress, some going outward as they 
went downward, something in the form of a 
bell. Sacques were very common; my mother 
constantly wore them. They wore dresses 
with loose backs and a stomacher. Gauze 
handkerchiefs trimmed with blonde were worn 
on the neck.“
